passengers, and all were killed. 
Singularly, in such an awful crash, 
most of the fatalities were caused by 
scalding steam. A story of courage 
and heroism seldom equaled is told of 
Benjamin Nichols, steward on the din- 
ing-car. When the terrible slide of the 
engine dragged the train whirling side- 
ways along the road, Nichols wag in 
the dining-car. After being tossed 
about for @ time, he made his escape 


from the car and ran toward the 
smoker, which had been, reduced to a 
mass of wreckage. The crash had torn 
the escape valve from the top of the 
engine, and the steam was shooting 
into the car and egreloping the strug- 
giing passengers. It was the first 
thing that attracted the attention of 
the steward. Taking off his coat, he 
tore the garment into shreds and with 
the rags he plugged up the pipe and 
shut off the steam. Temporary relle: 
was thus given the sufferers. Then, 
climbing through a broken window, 
Nichols leaped jato the, dark car, now 
filled with the scalding, suffocating 
stcam. The screams of the injured 
made it confusing where to begin the 
work of :escue. Picking up the frst 
human form at hand, Nichols carried 
it out of the car and placed it on the 
frozen ground. This was repeated un- 
til other rescuers had arrived and one 
after another, bodies were handed out 
until five had been rescued. At this 
point the steward was compelled to 
leap to the ground, being ehausted and 
overcome by the heat and steam. Oth- 
ers entered the car and continued the 
work of rescue. They were soon re- 
joined by Nichols, who had recovered. 
For hours the work continued, it ding 
dificult, even with the ald of the wreck- 
ing crew, which had reached the scene. 
Many of the victims were wedged be- 
tween heavy timbers and it was 4 
clock before all the injured had been 
removed. Following the wreck, thieves 
were detected robbing the dead and in- 
jured. Two white men and two colored 
men are now in the Dawson police sta- 
tion, charged with this crime. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESE—A.M.) 

CONNELLSVILLE (Pa.) Dec. 4.— 
When General Manager Sims arrived 
at the scene of last night's accideat 
near Dawson he was so ovefcome that 
he cried. Men and women who crowded 
to the scene were compelled to turn 
away from the affecting sights. When 
the relief train reached here thousands 
of people were at the station. Every 
available cab and carriage was held in 
waiting to convey the injured to the 
hospitals. Citizens formed themselves 
Into a relief corps and gave assistance 
in the removal of the wounded from the 
train. 

Louis Hilgot, the conductor of the 
train, was in the second day coach 
when the crash came, and no one 
knows just how or what happened to 
him until afterward. D. W. Hills, por- 
ter on one of the sleepers, said that as 
soon as de could get off his car he went 
forward and heard some one shouting 


from the top of the bank. Gol for- 
ward, he recognized Hiigot’s He 
was in terrible agony, but sheuted: 


“For God's sake. I am scalded to death. 
but some of you get a red lamp and 
Gag 49, or she'll be on wel” Even in 
the mental suffering of every one about 
the scene the bravery and thoughtful- 
ness of the dying conductor was suffl- 
clent to bring words of praise and com- 
mendation. 

Porter Hill, telling of his experience, 
said: “I went ta the smoking car and 
began to get the Injured out. The car 
was the most awful scene I ever wit- 
nessed. Men were jammed into ‘all 


sorts of shapes. They were on top of 


each other and buried under heaps of 
dirt and seat cushions. When I tried 
to lift one man out I found others so 
tightly wedged into the same place 
that several had to be aided at one 
time. I got seven men out before I 
stopped there. The dead were badly 
bruised, and some of the scalded were 
in such a fearful condition that they 
would better be dead. Some of those 
had lost their eyes entirely. The bag- 
gage and clothing of the passengers 
was scattered all over the ground. 
Some of it was soaked with blood, while 
in the piles of it could be seen toys, 
telling the pathetic tale of Christmas 
shopping that came to such a pitiful 
end.” 


At 3 o'clock there remains a small 
crowd clustered around small bonfires 
at the scene of the wreck, watching 
the railroad men at work clearing ap. 
As the light from the bonfires flickered 
up, its rays were cast on a human form 


roll, with the pon‘erous train 
ing it, and finally fell over 
side. The instant it did so

GEN. WOOD ON BELLAIRS. 


Calls Stories About Intimacy With 
Correspondent Childish, Silly and 
Calculated to Create Mischife?. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRDESS—P.M.) 
NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—The Commer- 
cial Advertiser today prints a letter 
signed by Gen. Leonard Wood and ad- 
dressed to Dr. Horace Fletcher of Yale 
University, in which the writer tells of 
his acquaintance with Edgar G. Bel- 
lairs. In the letter, which was written 
at Cairo on May 12 last, Gen. Wood, re- 
ferring to Bellairs, said: 

“In the spring of 1899, he was pro- 
moted to Havana (from Santiago) not 
at my request, or suggestion, direct or 
indirect, as I remember it. He asked 
absolutely no favors of me or, so far 
as I know, from anyone. After my 
transfer to Havana as Governor of the 
whole island, in December, 1899, Bel- 
lairs continued, on duty, I should say 
about fivé months, and was then sent 
to China and the Philippines, not at 
my suggestion or request, directly or 
indirectly. I was sorry to have him go, 
as we all liked him and found him re- 
liable. In the Philippines Bellairs was 
a believer in military government in- 
stead of civil, and apparently wrote ac- 
cordingly, and, of course, trouble with 
the civil government in the way of loss 
of friendly relations followed. 

“After Bellairs left Havana ugly ru- 
mors about him began to be circulated. 


‘| They came almost entirely from a num- 


ber of men who did not like him, and 
on investigation nothing definite was 
found. I heard from him very seldom. 
Finally someone published what pur- 
ported to be a story of Bellairs’s past 
and pointed out that he was my par- 
ticular friend and that I sent him to 
China and that his attitude toward the 
civil government was at my suggestion 
and that I was working to relieve Taf& 
etc., conclusions as false as they are 
childish and silly. Who started the 
thing no one knows, but doubtless some 
of the people F had to handle without 
gioves during my stay in C It was 
far-fetched and dishonest d intended 
to create trouble. This is the whole 
story. Bellairs was in no way erpe- 
clally intimate with me or my fam- 
ily; that is to say, I do not think that 
in all his Cuban service he was at my 
table more than three, or at the most, 
four times. I saw, him dally, as 1 did 
the Sun man, and gave them such

Abandonment of the union as a cor- 
poration is looked upon by members 
of the Chicago Tyopthetae and by em- 
ployers generally as an important vic- 
tory for capital, and as showing that 
unions cannot stand against heavy 
fines in the courts.

CHICAGO, Dec. 4.—Today, for the 
first time in a week, hearses carried 
the dead to the cemeteries in and 
around Chicago. The hearses were 
driven by non-union drivers, the liv- 
ery owners abandoning the policy of 
pleading danger and withholding serv- 
ice. Although the police were ordered 
to attend funerals if necessary, and 
non-union drivers went armed in an- 
ticipation of opposition of the union 
pickets who besieged undertakers’ es- 
tablishments, no disorder occurred. 

The December grand jury, in its 
final report today, referred to the dis- 
order attending burials and recom- 
mended that it be made the subject of 
a special investigation by the Janu- 
ary grand jury.

the United States by any officer or 
person authorized to make contracts on 
behalf of the United States. All con- 
tracts or ts made in viola- 
tion of this section shall be void.” 
The most interesting feature of the 
investigation so far brought to light is 
the “discovery” by the officers of the 
Salary and Allowance Department that 
Senator Warren of Wyoming is lessee 
of the postoffice premises at Cheyenne. 
The word “discovery” applies to the 
case. as none of the department offi- 
clals will admit that the fact of Senator

The performance was begun at 5 
o'clock, the opening of the drama and 
that of each of its acts being heraldec 
after Beyreuth custom by trumpeters 
on the main staircases. The first act, 
ending at 7 o'clock, was followed by a 
recess for dinner. “The performance 
Was resumed at 8:45 o'clock, and con- 
cluded at 11:30 p.m. While some used 
the long intermission to drive home, 
as a rule, dinner was taken at res- 
taurants.

MURDER CLEARS.

Man Who fought With Mack Sur- 
renders Himself.

Alleges Selt-defense and Tells 
Plausible Story.

The Autopsy Physician Attributes 
Mack's Death to Fall. 


— 


Thomas Mack died at 3:30 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon at the County Hospi- 
tal from the effects of injuries re- 
ceived in a fight in a room at the St. 
Charles Hotel Wednesday afternoon, 
and his fall, a few minutes after the 
fight, from the roof of an adjoining 
building to the street below, a distance 
of forty feet. He received a fracture 
of the skull more than tweive inches 
in length. For nearly twelve hours life 
was sustained by stimulants in the 
hope that the dying man would be able 
to tell details of the fight. 

The mystery surrounding the case 
would, it was thought, be cleared yes- 
terday morning, when a young man 
who gave the name of Thomas Finch 
surrendered himself at the Police Sta- 
tion and to Detective Steele stated that 
he had assaulted Mack, claiming he 


voluntarily surrendered himself there 
is hardly a possibility that he would 
have been suspected, as his appearance 
is nothing like the description given by 
Mack during his brief lucia intervals. 
From the time Mack was picked up 
in front of the St. Charlies Hotel on 
North Main street there was no chance 
of his recovery. About 3 ock yes- 
terday morning he had a sinking spell 
and from that time he was kept alive 
by means of stimulants Yesterday 
afternoon, after he had been removed 
to the County Hospital he suddenly 
collapsed and died before physicians 


could revive him. 
WAS CRIME COMMITTED? 
The police are by no means certain 
that a crime was committed or that 
they will be able to convict Finch. 
There are no witnesses to che assault, 
and the statements of the man who
